SEVEN  years  have  been  added  to  the  past  since  the  publication 
of  our  last  general  report,  and  whilst  the  Society  has  at 
several  annual  meetings,  since  that  time,  authorized  a  publica- 
tion, the  Directors  have  an  account  of  the  seeming  more  urgent 
calls  for  money  to  buy  books,  postponed  printing  until  this  time. 

The  report  for  1896  was  prepared  b}'  our  most  efficient 
librarian,  Mr.  Thompson,  and  will  repay  your  re-reading  and 
careful  consideration,  for  it  is  not  only  a  carefully  prepared 
history  of  the  Society  to  that  date,  but  enters  largely  into  its 
hopes  and  ambitions  for  the  future. 

Since  our  last  publication  the  number  of  our  honorary  and 
corresponding  members  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  death  and 
while  our  roll  of  active  members  has  been  kept  fairly  well  up  by 
the  addition  of  new  members,  our  losses  by  death  have  been 
large  and  to  some  of  us  seem  irreparable.  Vacancies  hard  to 
fill  have  been  made  by  the  deaths  of  Hon.  Josiah  H.  Drummond, 
our  most  industrious  worker  and  generous  contributor,  Joseph 
P.  Thompson,  our  incomparable  librarian.  Brown  Thurston,  the 
distinguished  genealogist  and  historiographer,  Hon.  Marquis  F. 
King,  our  honored  President,  whose  help  was  freely  given  to  all, 
and  Dr.  Albion  K.  P.  Meserve,  our  Vice  President,  who  for 
many  years  has  been  a  diligent  worker  in  our  field  of  investiga- 
tion. 

The  loss  of  so  many  who  have  taken  active  interest  in  our 
society  and  have  had  its  welfare  so  much  at  heart,  is  keenly  felt 
by  the  present  board. 

The  growth  of  the  library  continues  uninterrupted,  the 
books  are  in  frequent  demand  and  visitors  continue  to  be  made 
to  feel  welcome  to  their  use.  The  indexes  prepared  by  Mr. 
Thompson  are  in  almost  constant  use  and  are  highly  appreciated. 
Important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  library,  both  by  gift 
and  purchase.     In  the  former  we  with  great  satisfaction  name, 
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upwards  of  sixty  bound  volumes,  from  the  Eastern  Argus  Pub- 
lishing Co.  of  their  daily  issue.  The  gift  of  Messrs.  Owen  & 
Strout  of  a  large  quantity  of  back  numbers  of  the  Maine 
Genealogical  and  Historical  Recorder,  which  with  those  acquired 
by  purchase  from  the  editor,  give  the  Society  control  of  all  back 
numbers  of  that  valuable  periodical,  and  the  right  to  continue 
its  publication,  now  some  time  discontinued. 

Several  town  histories  and  genealogies  have  been  printed  by 
members,  but  perhaps  the  most  important  work  of  the  Society 
since  its  publication  of  the  Lincoln  County  Probate  Records,  is 
the  publication  of  Books  XII  and  XIII  of  the  York  Deeds. 

The  first  title  of  record  in  what  is  now  the  State  of  Maine, 
was  by  Basill  Parker,  Re  :  Cor.,  March  15,  1G47,  and  from  that 
time  until  1760,  the  district  being  then  divided  into  three 
counties,  all  conveyances  of  record  are  in  the  office  of  the  Register 
of  Deeds  at  Alfred.  Age  is  telling  upon  them  and  they  are 
otherwise  in  jeopardy. 

Acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  John  T.  Hull,  one  of  the 
founders  of  this  Society,  Book  I  was  printed  and  his  name  appears 
as  the  publisher.  The  good  work  was  continued  until  1896, 
when  Book  XI  was  printed  and  further  publications  was  discon- 
tinued. 

In  January,  1900,  this  Society  authorized  its  President  to 
apply  to  the  State  Legislature,  then  in  session,  for  an  appropria- 
tion to  continue  the  publication  by  putting  in  print  Books  XII 
and  XIII.  His  petition  was  referred  to  the  next  legislature  and 
in  1902  the  appropriation  asked  for  was  granted.  Contracts  were 
made  with  Howard  Brackett,  Register  of  Deeds,  for  the  copy 
and  with  Edwin  C.  Bowler  of  Bethel  for  printing  and  binding. 
This  work  has  now  been  completed,  and  the  Legislature  asked 
for  an  appropriation  for  volumes  XIV  and  XV. 

The  Society  is  under  much  obligation  to  Governor  Hill  and 
Councillor  Cook  for  valuable  assistance. 

As  the.se  records  are  the  only  authentic  history  of  the  State, 
it  is  hoped  that  the  interest  in  their  preservation  may  continue 
until  either  by  printing  or  copying  they  be  placed  beyond  danger 
of  further  loss. 


The  value  of  our  Lincoln  County  Book  is  very  much 
appreciated  by  historians  and  genealogists  and  it  is  hoped  that  we 
may  have  pecuniary  encouragement  to  continue  the  work  so 
happily  commenced  —  not  only  in  Ivincoln  County  but  through- 
out the  State,  or  that  example  may  be  followed,  being  warned  by 
the  disaster  that  came  to  the  Probate  Records  of  Cumberland 
County. 

The  administration  are  very  grateful  for  the  steadfastness  of 
our  own  members  and  the  generosity  of  friends,  "  And  we  close 
with  an  earnest  appeal  to  ge7iero2is  citizens  and  natives  of  Maine 
everywhere ,  for  ampler  meayis  to  gather,  preserve  and  make  knoivn 
the  history  of  the  families  of  our  dear  State,  from  whose  f  resides 
have  gone  forth  the  boys  zvhose  homely  training  has  developed  the 
character  aiid  ability  that  have  ivon  them  wealth  a?id  rep7ite  in  every 
field,  and  caused  their  heads  to  lift  high  among  their  fellows  at 
home  and  abroad. ' '

LIBRARIAN'S   REPORT, 


January  20,  1904. 

To    the    President  and    Members    of    the    Maine     Genealogical 
Society:  — 

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  the  following  brief  statement  of 
the  condition  of  your  library  at  this  date. 

The  total  additions  during  the  past  year  have  been  95 
volumes  and  95  pamphlets,  of  which  74  volumes  and  41  pam- 
phlets and  55  parts  have  been  gifts. 

Thus  21  volumes  and  55  pamphlets  have  been  from  purchase 
or  exchange. 

In  1902  the  additions  were  111  volumes  and  84  pamphlets. 

The  library  now  contains  2,619  volumes  and  2,486  pam- 
phlets. 

The  value  of  the  library  today  is  S6,662.80,  not  including 
the  cost  or  value  of  cases  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the 
Society  ;  nor  does  this  include  the  value  of  duplicate  books, 
magazines,  etc.,  pertaining  to  the  library,  some  of  which  are  in 
this  building  and  some  stored  elsewhere. 

The  additions  to  the  library  in  1903  included  26  genealogies 
—  volumes  and  pamphlets  —  of  which  10  were  gifts. 

At  the  end  of  this  report  is  also  a  list  of  the  societies  and 
institutions,  and  members  and  other  persons,  66  in  number,  who 
were  donors  to  the  library  in  1903. 

The  subscriptions  to  genealogical  and  other  similar  periodi- 
cals have  been  continued,  and  many  are  ready  for  binding  and 
will  form  substantial  additions  to  the  number  of  volumes  in  our 
library  and  the  convenience  and  usefulness  thereof. 


Although  the  books  received  during  the  past  year  have  been 
few  in  number  compared  with  some  previous  years,  it  is  not  easy 
to  select  from  the  hst  those  we  might  consider  of  special  interest 
and  value,  without  passing  by  others  worthy  of  mention. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  attention  should  be  especially 
called  to  two  works,  for  which  the  grateful  acknowledgements  of 
historical  students  and  others  are  due  to  our  president,  in  a 
peculiar  degree,  representing  an  amount  of  personal  devotion 
and  labor  whose  results  are  greatly  to  his  credit.  I  refer  to  his 
Annals  of  Oxford,  Maine,  his  native  town,  and  to  the  12th  Vol., 
Part  1  of  the  York  Deeds  already  issued,  and  Part  2  now  in  the 
press.

BY=LAWS 

OK    THE 

Maine  Genealogical  Society, 

PORTLAND,    MAINE. 


As  Revised  Aprii,  i6,  1S89,  and  Amended  January  24,  1905. 


ARTICLE  I. 


This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Maine  Genealogical 
Society,  and  its  headquarters  shall  be  in  Portland,  Maine. 

ARTICLE   II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  preserve 
anything  pertaining  to  the  history  of  New  England  towns  and 
families,  and  for  the  mutual  aid  of  its  members  by  interchange  of 
material  gathered. 

ARTICLE   III. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  persons 
interested  in  the  objects  mentioned  in  Article  II,  who,  being  rec- 
ommended by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Society. 

Sec.  2.  Non-residents  of  this  State  may  in  like  manner 
become  Corresponding  members,  and  any  person  whom  this 
Society  shall  wish  especially  to  compliment,  may,  by  unanimous 
vote,  be  elected  an  Honorary  member. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  who  at  one  time  contributes  twenty- 
five  dollars  to  the  permanent  fund  shall  thereby  become  a  Life 
member. 
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Sec.  4.  Active  and  Life  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  and  they  only  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote.  Honorary,  Corresponding  and  Life  members 
shall  be  exempt  from  assessment. 

Sec.  5.  Any  active  member  whose  dues  remain  unpaid  for 
three  years  shall  be  notified  by  the  Treasurer,  and  if  the  arrears 
remain  unpaid  for  thirty  days  such  member  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  resigned  membership. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

FINANCE. 

Section  i.  All  annual  dues  shall  begin  on  January  ist  of 
each  year.  It  is  expected  that  any  person  elected  to  member- 
ship in  the  Society  shall  signify  his  acceptance  in  writing. 
Active  members  shall  pay  as  an  admission  fee  the  sum  of  two 
dollars,  and  annually  thereafter  one  dollar. 

Sec.  2,  The  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  set 
apart  as  a  permanent  fund,  to  which  the  Directors  may  add  any 
money  not  needed  for  ordinary  expenses,  provided  such  addition 
be  approved  by  the  Society  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  The 
permanent  fund  shall  be  invested  in  the  name  of  the  Society  in 
such  properties  or  securities  as  the  Directors  may  approve  and 
shall  not  be  diminished  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Society  at  a  meeting  held  for  the  purpose,  of  which  two  weeks' 
notice  shall  be  given.  The  income  from  the  permanent  fund  may 
be  used  for  current  expenses. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  of  January,  and  quarterly  meetings 
shall  be  held,  also,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  April,  July  and 
October. 

The  President  or  Directors  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
at  any  time  they  may  appoint,  for  the  transaction  of  any  business 
of  the  Society,  except  election  of  officers,  unless  to  fill  a  vacancy. 
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The  Secretary  shall  give  timely  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Society,  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily 
newspapers  of  Portland,  or  by  notice  to  each  member,  stating 
time,  place,  and  object  of  meeting.  Five  members  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Recording  (who  shall  also  be  Corresponding)  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  Librarian,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  have  been  elected,  and  these  shall  constitute  a  Board 
of  Directors,  the  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in 
meetings  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

PRESIDENT   AND   VICE  PRESIDENT. 

The  President,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  President,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  or  of  the  Directors. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

SECRETARY, 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book  for  the  purpose,  belong- 
ing to  the  Society,  a  true  and  complete  record  of  all  proceedings 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Directors.  He  shall 
announce  all  meetings  according  to  Article  V,  notify  members  of 
their  election,  and  conduct  the  general  correspondence  of  the 
Society. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  Permanent  Fund, 
investing  the  same  as  he  shall  be  advised  by  the  Directors.  He 
shall  collect  all  fees  and  taxes,  pay  all  accounts  against  the 
Society,  when  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  keep  a 
correct  record  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  a  book  for  that 
purpose  belonging  to  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE   X. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets, 
manuscripts,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Society,  or 
deposited  for  its  use.  He  shall  purchase  all  books  under  the 
instruction  of  the  Directors,  make  a  correct  catalogue  of  all 
books  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  keep  a  record  of  such  as  are 
taken  out.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society, 
and  make  suitable  prepartions  for  all  meetings. 

No  books  or  other  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  removed 
from  its  rooms  without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  of  his  duties  as  are  superseded 
by  our  contract  with  the  Maine  Historical  Society,  are  suspended 
during  the  continuance  of  the  above  mentioned  contract. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

REPORTS. 

The  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian  shall  make  at  each 
annual  meeting,  and  at  any  time  when  requested  by  the  Presi- 
dent, a  detailed  report  of  all  matters  coming  under  the  head  of 
their  respective  offices  for  the  past  year  or  other  specified  time. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

'  The  foregoing  articles  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
at  any  meeting,  a  notice  of  two  weeks  having  been  given  by 
publication.

Marquis  Fayette  King,  the  President  of  the  Maine 
Genealogical  Society,  died  October  21,  1904,  aged  69  years, 
8  months,  3  days.  The  City  of  Portland  then  lost  one  of  its  most 
respected,  honored  and  useful  citizens.  The  intelligence  of  his 
death  came  as  a  shock  to  his  many  friends  and  acquaintances, 
although  they  were  aware  of  his  serious  illness.  He  was  a  man, 
who,  by  his  courtesy  and  kindly  manner,  won  people  to  him, 
who  then  learned  that  he  was  one  of  those  whom  it  was  a  pleasure 
to  know,  and  a  satisfaction  to  have  as  a  friend.  He  was  a  valued 
member  of  the  community,  who  could  hardly  be  spared  ;  one 
who  left  the  best  of  himself  with  the  world. 

Mr.  King  was  born  at  Craigie's  Mills,  Oxford,  Maine, 
February  18,  1835,  where  his  parents  removed  about  1823.  He 
was  the  son  of  Col.  Samuel  Hall  and  Eliza  (Shaw)  King.  His 
mother  was  the  daughter  of  Gilbert  and  Silence  (Cole)  Shaw,  of 
Paris,  Maine.  His  father  was  the  son  of  Samuel  King,  one  of 
the  first  settlers  of  Paris,  whose  wife  was  Sally  Hall,  and  the 
grandson  of  George  and  Betty  (Shaw)  King  ;  the  great  grandson 
of  Benjamin  and  Abiah  (Leonard)  King,  and  the  great-great- 
grandson  of  John  and  Alice  (Dean)  King.  John  King  was  the 
son  of  Philip  and  Judith  (Whitman)  King,  and  the  grandson  of 
John  and  Mary  King,  he,  the  emigrant  who  settled  at  Weymouth, 
Mass.,  before  1640,  at  what  is  now  called  "  King's  Cove."  The 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  moved  to  Portland  in  1845, 
where  he  died  in  1864.     His  mother  died  in  1875. 

Marquis  F.  King's  occupation,  during  the  greater  part  of  his 
life,  was  that  of  a  photographer,  but  after  the  establishment  of 
the  Union  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  he  became  the 
Manager  of  the  Safety  Deposit  Vaults.  In  stature,  he  was  of 
large  frame,  being  upwards  of  six  feet  in  height,  was  well  pro- 
portioned, and  always  enjoyed  vigorous  health,  thus  being 
enabled  to  do  the  various  duties  that  naturally  fell  to  him.  He 
was  a  man  of  strong  will,  of  inflexible  purpose,  had  unwearied 


perseverance  and  possessed  good  executive  ability.  He  formed 
his  opinions  with  deliberation,  had  unflinching  integrity,  and  did 
right  because  he  believed  it  was  right. 

Mr.  King  married,  in  1856,  Frances  Olivia  Plaisted,  the 
daughter  of  Samuel  Pomery  and  Sabrina  (Perkins)  Plaisted,  of 
Portland.  They  had  five  children,  Walter,  who  died  in  infancy, 
lyuetta.  Dr.  Alfred,  Warren  C. ,  and  Francis  P.  Mrs.  King  and 
four  children  survive  him. 

Marquis  F.  King's  usefulness  as  a  citizen  was  marked.  He 
served  as  a  councilman,  alderman,  mayor,  member  of  the 
Governor's  Council,  trustee  of  the  State  School,  director  of  the 
Union  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  in  other  positions. 
In  politics  he  was  a  Republican.  He  was  prominent  in  Masonry, 
receiving  its  highest  honors,  being  at  his  death  their  Grand 
Treasurer.  No  more  useful  part  of  his  life  was  there  than  that 
of  the  genealogist  and  historian.  His  store  of  information  was 
always  at  the  service  of  the  inquirer,  for  the  asking,  and  there 
are  mourners  for  his  taking  oflE,  all  over  this  broad  land. 

He  was  one  of  the  valued  members  of  the  Maine  Society  of 
the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  and  was  one  of  the 
Councillors  for  many  years.  In  him  all  patriotic  societies  found 
a  valued  friend.  He  was  a  useful  and  much  interested  member 
of  the  Maine  Historical  Society,  and  was  constantly  contributing 
books  to  their  library.  It  was  in  the  Maine  Genealogical  Society 
that  he  found  his  greatest  usefulness.  For  fifteen  years  he  was 
its  President  and  to  him  much  of  the  success  of  that  society  is 
due.  During  that  time  he  edited  the  ' '  Notes  and  Queries ' ' 
columns  in  the  Eveni7ig  Express  for  several  years,  which  diffused 
much  historical  and  genealogical  information  and  copies  of  which 
are  preserved  for  reference  in  many  scrap  books. 

Mr.  King's  tribute  to  his  native  town  was  his  "  Annals  of 
Oxford,"  a  handsome  volume  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
pages,  that  will  be  his  monument  in  that  town  and  will  be 
prized  by  its  owners  for  all  time.  This  was  dedicated  to  his 
parents  as  follows  : 

"  To  the  sacred  memory  of  My  Beloved  Father  and  Mother, 
whose  patient  toil  and  sacrifice  guarded  my  childhood  ;  whose 


wisdom  and  experience  guided  my  youth,  and  whose  excellent 
precepts  and  examples  are  an  ever  present  admonition  to  a  better 
manhood ;  also  to  my  dear  brothers  and  sisters  —  one  only 
surviving,  (the  tiny  forms  of  the  others  resting  in  unmarked 
graves  on  the  sunny  shore  of  the  mill-pond,  opposite  the  ancient 
homestead  of  Esquire  Keith  ;  a  spot  once  set  apart  as  '  God's 
Acre,'  but  later  reclaimed  for  tillage,)  this  volume  is  affection- 
ately dedicated." 

"Some  of  the  Descendants  of  Roger  Plaisted,"  his  last  book, 
was  his  tribute  to  his  esteemed  wife  and  her  family.  The  dedi- 
cation was  as  follows  : 

"To  Frances  Olivia  Plaisted,  who  on  the  eighth  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  in  the  city  of  Portland, 
at  the  residence  of  Rev.  George  W.  Bosworth,  D.  D.,  in  the 
presences  of  Mr.  Samuel  Sylvester  Starbird  and  Miss  Susan 
Elizabeth  Plaisted,  voluntarily  resigned  an  honored  family  name, 
that  she  might  honorably  aid  in  perpetuating  another,  by 
becoming  the  loving  and  beloved  wife  of  the  compiler,  who 
hopes  '  this  work  may  ever  be  a  lasting  monument  to  Thee.' 

"Portland,  Me.,  July  15,  1904." 

These  two  books  were  printed  by  Mr.  King,  he  himself 
setting  the  type.  They  were  rare  literary  efforts,  the  products 
of  his  heart,  his  head  and  his  hands. 

Mr.  King  compiled  the  list  of  names  changed  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  Maine  from  1820  until  1895,  which  is  a  valued  work  in 
historical  and  genealogical  libraries.  It  was  through  his  influence 
that  the  State  published  the  names  of  the  Revolutionary  soldiers 
preserved  in  the  land  office  papers.  There  were  about  nine 
hundred  names.  He  had  much  to  do  with  the  publishing  of 
volumes  12  and  13  of  the  York  Deeds.  He  compiled  and  pub- 
lished the  town  records  of  Gorham  to  1800  and  the  records  of  the 
First  Parish  of  Portland,  which  are  appreciated  by  those  who 
have  used  them.  He  made  several  scrap  books  for  the  Maine 
Genealogical  Society's  library,  which  exhibit  much  patient  labor, 
and,  contain  valuable  family  history  that  but  for  him  would  not 
be  accessible  to  the  student  of  genealogy.  He  was  compiling  his 
own  family  history  and  that  of  the  Shaw  family.     It  was  he  who 


carried  through  to  such  a  successful  ending  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  at  the  grave  of  his  life  long  friend,  Hon,  Josiah  H. 
Drummond.  It  was  a  notable  undertaking  and  a  great  tribute  to 
one  who  seemed  almost  like  a  brother  to  him.  Mr.  King's 
eulogy  at  the  dedication  of  the  monument  was  one  of  his  best 
efforts. 

This  was  not  all  that  he  did,  but  it  was  a  great  work  for  a 
man  to  do  in  addition  to  the  necessary  responsibilities  of  life. 
None  knew  better  than  he  its  value  and  that  was  his  compensa- 
tion. He  knew  the  feelings  of  a  student  for  similar  efforts  of 
others.  Such  work  is  above  all  meanness.  It  is  an  inspiration 
to  others  and  will  be  his  most  lasting  monument.  When  stone 
monuments  have  crumbled  his  books  will  be  studied  by  those 
seeking  knowledge. 

Marquis  F.  King  was  a  member  of  the  New  England  Histor- 
ical and  Genealogical  Society,  and  he  was  Vice  President  from 
Maine,  succeeding  Hon.  Josiah  H.  Drummond  in  that  office. 
He  was  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Old  Colony  Historical 
Society  of  Taunton,  Massachusetts,  a  locality  in  which  he  took 
much  interest.  He  was  a  representative  man  and  was  interested 
in  all  organizations  that  were  for  the  benefit  of  his  fellow 
citizens.  His  life  was  a  success  and  the  world  is  better  for  his 
living. 

"  We  mourn  no  blighted  hope,  nor  broken  plan 
With  him  whose  life  stands  rounded  and  approved 
In  the  full  growth  and  stature  of  a  man."

Dr.  Albion  Keith  Parris  Meserve  died  at  his  home  in 
Portland,  suddenly,  September  15,  1904,  of  cerebral  apoplexy, 
aged  71  years,  esteemed,  respected  and  honored  by  the  people 
among  whom  he  had  lived. 

Dr.  Meserve  was  born  in  Limington,  Maine,  June  8,  1833. 
His  parents  were  Benjamin  and  Hannah  (Anderson)  Meserve, 
both  natives  of  that  town.  He  was  a  descendant  of  Clement 
and  Elizabeth  Messervy,  who,  it  is  thought,  came  from  the  Isle 
of  Jersey,  and  first  settled  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  and  afterwards 
went  to  Scarboro,  Maine.  The  line  of  descent  was  through  the 
son,  Clement,  Jr.,  whose  wife  was  Elizabeth  Jones;  and  then 
came  John  and  Jemima  (Hubbard)  Meserve,  whose  son, 
John,  Jr.,  married  Abigail  Smith,  they  being  the  parents  of 
Joseph  Meserve,  whose  wife  was  Mary  Stone,  whose  son 
Benjamin  was  the  father  of  Dr.  Meserve.  The  emigrant  name 
was  Meservy,  which  was  changed  to  Meserve  in  most  of  the 
families,  but  by  others  is  still  retained.  The  name  in  some  cases 
was  called  Harvy.  The  family  name  is  still  common  in  the  Isle 
of  Jersey. 

Dr.  A.  K.  P.  Meserve  was  married  to  Mary  M.  Johnson,  of 
Gorham,  Maine,  January  10,  1857,  who  survives  him.  She  is 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Dorothy  (Libby)  Johnson.  Their 
children  were.  Dr.  Charles  Albion  Meserve,  who  died  February  i, 
1892,  aged  33  years,  and  Eucien  Walton,  born  in  1869,  now  a 
resident  of  Portland. 

Dr.  Meserve  was  a  man  who  was  sincere,  serious  and  consci- 
entious and  did  right  simply  because  it  was  right,  hating  shams. 
He  had  few  intimates  and  was  of  few  words,  gaining  his  standing 
by  the  character  of  his  life.  With  his  patients  he  was  not  only 
their  physician,  but  also  a  valued  friend.  He  had  good  under- 
standing, the  mind  of  an  investigator,  and  was  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  the  subjects  that  make  up  Hfe,  always  willing  to 
adopt  the  latest  methods  when  convinced  of  their  merits.  Work 
was  his  pleasure  and  he  made  a  success  of  his  material  affairs,  all 
being  done  without  ostentation. 
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Dr.  Albion  K.  P.  Meserve  was  educated  in  the  common 
schools  and  Standish  Academy,  and  graduated  at  the  Medical 
School  of  Maine  in  1859.  He  first  practised  medicine  in  Standish 
but  shortly  afterward  moved  to  Buxton,  where  he  lived  until 
1 88 1,  when  he  moved  to  Portland,  where  he  afterwards  resided. 
He  was  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  community,  and  assumed 
his  responsibilities  in  life.  He  served  as  President  of  the  Maine 
Medical  Association,  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Pension 
Examining  Board,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health,  of  Portland, 
Secretary  of  the  Maine  State  Board  of  Registration  of  Medicine, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  National  Confederation  of  Examining 
and  lyicensing  Board.  He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Maine 
Academy  of  Medicine  and  Science,  member  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
sulting Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Maine  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary,  and  was  active  and  gave  freely  of  his  time  to  the  char- 
itable work  of  that  institution.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Maine 
Historical  Society,  and  was  the  Vice  President  of  this  Society 
from  1889  until  his  death,  being  deeply  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  Society,  and  in  the  subject  of  family  history.  He  repre- 
sented the  town  of  Buxton  in  the  I^egislature,  and  was  the 
Supervisor  of  Schools  of  that  town,  was  a  member  of  the  Congre- 
gational Church  there,  and  of  the  Williston  Church  in  Portland, 
in  both  of  which  he  served  as  Superintendent  of  their  Sunday 
Schools. 

Dr.  Meserve  compiled  the  Meserve  Genealogy  and  a  history 
of  Standish,  Maine,  both  of  which  are  in  manuscript.  He  con- 
tributed, in  other  ways,  much  historical  and  genealogical 
knowledge  which  remains  with  us.  The  vital  records  of  Buxton 
were  copied  by  his  eldest  son,  annotated  by  himself,  then  bound 
and  presented,  by  him,  to  the  Maine  Genealogical  Society's 
lyibrary. 

Dr.  A.  K.  P.  Meserve  was  industrious  and  did  good  work, 
the  results  of  which  is  the  cherished  heritage  of  his  family  and 
friends.  At  the  time  of  his  death  it  was  said  of  him  :  "  The 
community  has  not  lost  only  a  valued  and  respected  citizen,  a 
kind  and  true  neighbor,  but  as  well  a  skilled  physician,  the 
church  a  faithful  member  and  his  associates  a  sincere  friend."

"  A  distinguished  writer,  has  said  that  the  life  of  any  human 
being  is  so  interesting  that  if  it  can  be  simply  put  in  words  it 
will  be  interesting  to  other  men." 

There  is  not  one  of  us  living  today  so  simple  and  monoto- 
nous a  life,  that  if  he  be  true  and  natural,  his  life  faithfully 
written,  would  not  be  worthy  of  men's  eyes  and  hold  men's 
hearts.  Such  an  estimate  of  the  worth  of  individual  experience 
is  the  growth  of  modern  days  and  due  to  the  widening  of  the 
horizon  of  individual  liberty  and  effort. 

It  could  not  be  said  of  any  man  in  past  ages,  when  he  was 
only  counted  as  a  member  of  a  tribe  or  of  a  clan,  or  was  desig- 
nated only  as  the  son  of  his  father  as  MacDuff,  or  ap  Jones,  or 
O' Brian.  The  history  of  past  ages  has  been  mostly  the 
doings  of  kings  and  warriors  who  marched  across  the  world's 
stage,  heedless  of  the  mass  of  their  fellow  creatures,  whom  they 
estimated  to  be  born  to  do  their  will  and  to  fulfil  their  pleasure. 

But  we  are  so  highly  favored  as  to  inherit  from  preceding 
generations  the  results  of  many  fierce  struggles  by  which  the 
modern  individual  has  been  secured  a  peaceful  life,  an  emanci- 
pated conscience  and  abundant  liberty  of  action. 

The  private  citizen  could  not  have  dreamed  of  such  a 
position  in  the  community  three  centuries  ago.  He  is  today 
living  under  better  conditions  and  has  more  varied  interests  than 
had  the  titled  gentleman  of  Elizabeth's  reign.  It  is  therefore 
with  confidence  that  we  repeat,  that  he  who  has  lived  a  life  of 
industry  and  common  duties,  without  any  public  or  political 
honors,  who  draws  attention  to  himself  if  he  has  had  the  experi- 
ences of  life  which  involves  all  that  makes  life  so  full,  such  as 
death,  marriage,  children,  business,  failure,  sickness,  suffering, 
and  danger,  if  these  things  are  related  his  life  will  be  helpful 
to  other  men. 

In  Colonial  times  the  District  of  Maine  was  indebted  to  the 
north  of  Ireland  for  some  of  its  foremost  and  substantial  citizens. 
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They  were  men  of  strong  convictions,  of  resolute  will  and  tireless 
energy  and  these  traits  were  powerful  factors  in  the  upbuilding 
of  a  new  nation. 

The  forfeiture  of  the  estates  of  the  Earls  of  Tyrone  and  of 
Tyrconnell,  in  the  Irish  province  of  Ulster,  in  1607,  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  crown,  a  large  area  of  land  in  the  north  of 
Ireland  which  was  planted  in  1610,  and  the  years  following  with 
English  but  especially  with  Scotch  settlers.  The  government 
refusing  to  rent  or  dispose  of  land  to  the  native  Irish,  in  that 
province.  Through  this  and  subsequent  confiscations,  Ulster 
became  a  Scotch  colony  ;  four-fifths  of  its  Protestant  people  being 
attached  to  the  Presbyterian  polity,  and  many  of  them  refugees 
from  Scotland  during  "the  killing  time"  which  followed  the 
Stuart  Restoration. 

While  these  colonists  were  not  subjected  to  the  atrocity  of 
the  penal  laws,  against  the  Catholic  natives,  and  after  the  Revo- 
lution were  permitted  the  exercise  of  their  worship,  they  were 
still  excluded  from  ofiice,  including  Parliament,  and  were  under 
other  disabilities  which  were  grievous  to  be  borne. 

This,  along  with  the  breaches  of  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
Irish  landlords,  drove  them  to  America  in  such  numbers,  as  both 
depleted  the  Ulster  colony  and  greatly  strengthened  those  of 
America. 

In  this  exodus,  to  the  land  of  greater  freedom,  came  three 
brothers,  Benjamin,  James  and  Thomas  Thompson,  and  settled 
in  York,  Maine,  early  in  the  eighteenth  century.  Thomas 
removed  to  Biddeford  in  17 18. 

The  children  of  Benjamin  were  Benjamin^  Curtius  and 
Jonathan.  The  last  two  removed  to  Arundel  about  1730.  After- 
ward Curtius  returned  to  York  and  Jonathan  married  Dinah 
Thompson.  Benjamin^,  son  of  Benjamin^,  of  York,  came  to 
Kennebunkport  with  his  uncle  Jonathan  and  lived  with  him. 

The  subject  of  this  memorial,  Joseph  Porter  Thompson, 
was  born  August  18,  1840,  the  seventh  in  descent  from  Benjamin, 
as  follows :  Benjamin,  Benjamin^,  Benjamin^  and  Eunice  Lord, 
Benjamin^,  and  Elizabeth  Lord,  Nathaniel^  and  Elizabeth  Huff, 
William  Lord^  and  Olive  Mitchell. 


One  hundred  years  ago  the  principal  occupation  in  this  part 
of  Maine,  outside  of  farming,  was  that  of  shipbuilding,  and  Ken- 
nebunk  has  been  noted  for  several  generations  for  that  industry. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  Union  of  the  States  came  the 
outbreak  of  the  French  Revolution,  bringing  in  its  train,  war 
between  Great  Britain  and  France  as  Washington's  first  term 
was  drawing  to  a  close  in  1793. 

Although  the  United  States  was  growing  rapidly  in  popula- 
tion and  wealth,  it  was  still  too  weak  to  defend  itself  against  the 
oppression  of  strong  naval  powers.  It  had  a  large  mercantile 
marine  for  a  power  of  its  size,  and  thus  between  the  navies  of 
England  and  France  it  was  like  a  rich  unarmed  traveler  between 
two  brigands. 

The  French  had  furnished  us  with  ships  of  war  and  troops 
and  ammunition,  by  means  of  which  our  struggle  with  the  Mother 
Country  was  successful.  In  return  for  these  benefits  they 
expected  us  to  help  them  in  their  war  against  England. 

Instead  of  which  the  United  States  made  the  Jay  Treaty 
with  Great  Britain,  and  the  Government  of  France  was  very 
angry,  and  their  cruisers  began  capturing  American  merchant 
vessels. 

Each  rival  tried  to  prevent  the  neutral  nation  from  aiding 
the  commerce  of  her  enemy.  Neutral  ships  were  forbidden  by 
Napoleon  to  enter  British  ports,  England  replied  by  orders  in 
Council  forbidding  neutral  ships  to  enter  the  ports  of  anj'  nation 
allied  with  Napoleon.  Both  England  and  France  did  us  much 
damage  as  possible,  and  after  the  war  of  1812  when  settlement 
was  made  with  France,  this  government  agreed  to  compensate 
the  owners  for  the  loss  of  vessels  destroyed  during  this  depressing 
period.  Some  of  the  vessels  destroyed  by  French  cruisers  were 
built  and  owned  in  Kennebunk  by  the  Thompsons  and  Lords, 
and  only  recently  has  our  government  repaid  in  part  to  this 
generation  the  debt  she  became  responsible  for  when  settlement 
was  made  in  18 14. 

To  Kennebunk  came  Benjamin  Thompson^  as  a  young  man, 
and  learned  the  business  of  shipbuilding.  One  of  his  sons,  Isaac, 
was  lost  at  sea.     The  earliest  recollection  of  Joseph  was  visiting 
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his  father's  uncle  Benjamin,  who  lived  to  an  extreme  old  age 
(92)  and  died  in  the  same  room  in  which  he  had  been  born. 
William  Lord,  his  father,  lived  all  his  life  in  that  beautiful  vil- 
lage, and  was  known  as  a  prosperous  citizen  and  ship-builder. 
His  three  brothers  were  all  of  them  masters  of  vessels  built  on 
the  banks  of  the  Kennebunk  river. 

The  atmosphere  in  which  Joseph  was  brought  up  was  a  sea 
atmosphere.  He  must  have  frequented  his  father's  ship-yard 
as  a  boy,  drawn  thither  for  amusement,  or  on  errands,  and  one 
would  have  thought  that  he  would  have  followed  in  the  steps  of 
so  many  of  his  companions,  who  were  induced  by  the  desire  for 
change,  and  for  the  love  of  seeing  foreign  lands,  to  follow  the 
sea. 

It  would  have  been  natural  for  him  to  have  chosen  this 
hazardous  calling  in  which  his  family  for  some  generations  had 
been  engaged.  But  as  a  boy  he  exhibited  no  enthusiasm  in  this 
direction.  He  was  born  a  student  and  student  he  would 
remain  and  a  lover  of  books  to  the  end  of  his  days. 

He  was  therefore  sent  to  York  Academy,  afterwards  to 
Framingham,  and  to  Bridgton  Academy,  where  he  formed 
the  acquaintance  of  Hanno  W.  Gage,  Esq.,  and  Gov.  Henry  B. 
Cleaves,  his  fellow  students,  both  now  of  Portland,  being  at  that 
time  about  seventeen  years  of  age;  lastly  to  the  business  college 
at  Boston.  It  was  not  considered  an  important  matter  then  to  go 
to  college  unless  a  choice  of  one  of  the  professions  had  been 
made,  and  so  when  the  boy  came  home  there  was  only  one  thing 
to  do — to  go  into  business.  He  was  placed  in  a  store  in  Kenne- 
bunk for  some  years.  Then  he  came  to  Portland  and  was  book- 
keeper with  the  firm  of  Ricker  &  Co.  He  was  with  another 
firm  subsequently  and  finally  with  the  firm  of  G.  S.  Hunt  & 
Co. ,  importers  of  sugar  and  molasses. 

This  was  in  the  beginning  of  1865.  On  January  i,  1874,  he 
was  taken  into  the  firm  and  devoted  his  best  energies  to  the 
interest  of  the  company  until  February,  1891,  when  he  retired 
from  active  business.  These  years  of  patient  laborious  service  in 
the  routine  of  a  business  life  are  not  singular  or  uncommon. 
Most  men  in  our  community  are  occupied  during  working  hours 
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in  the  duties  to  which  their  various  occupations  call  them.  It  is 
in  this  school  that  men  acquire  the  best  of  training  and  learn 
those  invaluable  lessons  of  system  and  patient  industry  and 
regular  habits  and  perseverance. 

What  was  most  uncommon  in  the  life  of  our  late  librarian 
was  this  —  that  he  was  not  content  with  that  sort  of  training 
which  business  life  afforded.  He  craved  something  else  ;  some- 
thing more  satisfying. 

He  had  married  June  9,  1870,  Miss  Janie  I^awton,  of  St. 
John,  N.  B.,  and  in  the  retirement  of  a  peaceful  and  happy 
home,  he  could  follow  the  promptings  of  his  scholarly  mind. 
When  other  men  came  home  and  diverted  themselves  with 
amusements,  he  was  occupied  until  late  in  the  night  with  a  more 
intimate  acquaintance  with  the  best  of  literature,  and  in  this  la- 
borious way  he  became  a  proficient  scholar.  He  collected,  by 
degrees,  a  considerable  library,  and  was  devoted  to  the  study  of 
genealogy  and  history  and  natural  science  and  art  and  general 
literature.  His  wide-reading  and  scholarly  instincts  were 
recognized  by  his  associates  and  the  community,  and  when  he 
received  from  Bowdoin  College  in  1900,  the  unsought  degree  of 
Master  of  Art,  it  was  the  general  sentiment  that  such  an  honor 
was  worthily  bestowed. 

Had  he  been  a  worse  or  a  weaker  man,  in  the  abundant 
leisure  which  followed  his  retirement,  we  might  look  to  find  mys- 
teries or  engaging  follies,  as  it  is,  everything  is  plain,  straight- 
forward and  wholesome.  What  made  his  life  engaging  was  his 
persistent  devotion  to  his  chosen  objects.  In  the  pursuit  of  these 
studies,  he  showed  his  real  character,  his  fine  qualities  :  simplic- 
ity, directness,  purity,  kindness  and  truth.  Within  the  charmed 
circle  of  home,  his  temper  and  manners  were  softened  and 
sprightly.  He  loved  his  home,  and  in  the  sanctity  of  the  home 
circle,  he  found  his  chief  happiness,  being  a  devoted  father  to  his 
children  and  leading  them  in  all  good  ways,  as  their  friend  and 
companion. 

The  children  that  survive  him  are  William  Lawton,  who  re- 
cently graduated  from  the  Medical  School  of  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity.      James   I^awton,  a   student  of  architecture  at  Harvrrd 
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University,  and  Miss  Olive,  vi^ho  lives  with  her  mother  at  their 
home  on  Park  street. 

We  have  been  compelled  to  pay  this  tribute  of  affectionate 
regard  to  the  memory  of  our  late  librarian,  in  recognition  of  his 
valuable  services  to  our  Society.  When  he  reluctantly  accepted 
the  office,  over  eleven  years  ago,  the  library  was  in  comparison, 
small  and  unimportant;  with  his  characteristic  energy,  he  threw 
himself  into  the  task  of  making  it  valuable  to  Genealogical 
students.  In  connection  with  the  other  trustees,  a  valuable  and 
important  library  has  been  gathered  and  the  most  complete  cata- 
logue has  been  made  by  his  persistent  efforts. 

There  were  other  departments  of  learning  in  which  he 
showed  even  greater  proficiency. 

He  was  an  enthusiast  in  the  study  of  Natural  History  and 
had  been  connected  with  the  Portland  Society  of  Natural  History 
for  many  years.  He  served  as  First-Vice  President  during  the 
presidency  of  Dr.  William  Wood  and  on  the  death  of  the  Presi- 
dent he  succeeded  him  and  continued  in  the  office  to  the  time  of 
his  death. 

He  was  one  of  the  few  in  the  community  who  are  willing  to 
serve  and  accept  responsibility.  In  fact  he  was  largely  the 
means  of  keeping  the  Natural  History  Society  alive. 

"  For  the  past  few  years  he  has  done  practically  all  the  work 
that  has  been  done,  as  president,  curator,  corresponding  secretary 
and  general  superintendent  of  the  building  and  its  collection." 

He  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Portland  Public  Library,  and 
gave  much  thought  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  position. 
The  Society  of  Art  adopted  the  following  memorial: 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Portland  Society  of  Art  on  April  27,  1904,  the 
following  memorial  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  records, 
published  in  the  daily  papers,  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  family  of  the  de- 
ceased: 

"The  Portland  Society  of  Art  desires  to  express  its  sense  of  the  great 
loss  which  it  has  experienced,  in  common  with  the  whole  community,  in 
the  death  of  their  associate,  Joseph  P.  Thompson,  which  occurred  in 
this  city  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  March.  Mr.  Thompson  was  a  man  of 
marked  ability  and  culture.  His  artistic,  literary  and  scientific  tastes  with- 
drew him   many  years   ago  from   the  active   pursuit  of  business  to  a  life  of 
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quiet  investigation  and  study;  genealogy,  literature  and  science  proved  an 
absorbing  and  attractive  field  for  his  labors,  the  variety  of  which  is  indicated 
by  a  mere  statement  of  the  offices  he  held.  President  of  the  Portland  Soci- 
ety of  Natural  History;  vice  president  and  librarian  of  the  Portland  Society 
of  Art;  trustee  and  librarian  of  the  Maine  Genealogical  Society  and  trustee 
of  the  Portland  Public  Library.  His  scientific  attainments  were  remark- 
able for  their  extent  and  accuracy  for  one  who  had  devoted  so  much  of  his 
life  to  commercial  pursuits  ;  whatever  he  undertook  he  did  with  all  his 
might.  Persistency  and  energy  were  characteristic  of  the  man,  and  com- 
bined with  these  qualities  were  keen  intelligence  and  patient  labor.  In  any 
field  he  would  have  been  a  marked  man  by  force  of  character  and  deter- 
mined will. 

"  Positive  in  his  convictions,  he  was  direct  and  courageous  in  his  utter- 
ances, a  staunch  friend,  an  open  foe.  His  love  of  nature  and  art  softened 
much  of  the  impetuosity  of  his  nature  and  disclosed  attractive  qualities 
which  endeared  him  to  his  friends.  In  the  fluctuating  fortunes  of  this 
society  he  was  always  its  ardent  supporter  and  ever  ready  to  aid  it  by  his 
counsels  and  labors.  Science  has  lost  in  him  an  earnest  worker,  and  our 
city  a  forceful  and  public  spirited  citizen."
